What About Gresham. 


When General McNulta was speaking 


at the recent Republican love feast al 
Chicago, and while he was advising the 
party to bo careful about allowing any 
small body of men to get control of tht 
party with a view of shaping its riomina 
tions, some one cried out, "What aboul 
Gresham?" 
It was, considering the 


situation at the time, a trifle hard to 
determine the relevancy of the interrog 
atory and just where it belonged, and ii 
fell very flat. Had not Gen. McNulta, 91 
the time Illinois gave its delegation to 
Gresham been a strong advocate oi 
Gresham, and had he been entirely dis 
connected in every way from the state 
convention, the point might have ap- 
peared and the inquiry had the effect the 
inquirer desired. 


Never in the history of politics in Illi 


nois, save in the nomination of Altgeld 
was there as barefaced a job set up by a 
few designing men than the dragooning 
of the delegates in the state convention 
into the support of Gresham for presi- 
dent, and there was never a greater 
blunder made in Illinois politics among 
Republicans. 
Of course there were 


many other things connected with giving 
the state to Gresham. It determined 
who should be the nominee for governor, 
and also who the delegates for the state 
at large to the 
national convention 


should be. The whole thing was a gigan- 
tic job and all around a very bad one 
for the party in the state, as subsequent 
vents proved. 
In reply to the query Gen. McNulta 


said that the party should be conducted 
with a view to keeping men in 1£e party 
and not driving them out. 
He said that 


certain parties had read Gresham out of 
;he party before he accepted a position 
under Cleveland. 


Originally Gresham was brought for- 


ward by certain people to prevent either 


ullom or Harrison securing the Illinois 


delegation and afterward the Gresham 
loom, as it was called, was made to do 
service to give certain other persons 
nominations on the state ticket. No- 
>ody seriously believed that Gresham 
was available presidential timber,

that 
he 


lossesscd the slightest qualification for 
,hat high office. 
The evidence was all 


a the contrary. He had managed to 
mpose himself upon the party as a con- 
;inuous office holder. From the time 
;he war closed he had held office con- 
tinuously and nearly every office he 
leld was by appointment. 
He 
had 


never been elected to any office of im- 
portance by the people or their repre 
sentatives in a legislature, except per- 
laps to congress for a term. He had 
never been a fighter for the party, and 
never advocated or defended its principles 
before the people. He was simply a Re- 
publican for revenue, as he now is sim- 
Jy a Democrat for revenue. 


That such a man should be forced 


upon the party in Illinois aa its choice 
or president, shows the danger the peo- 
ple are in when a few men attempt to 
run the affairs of the party, as they did 
n 1888; and it is such a condition that 
he Republicans should be careful to 


id in the future. They must avoid 


such schemes in the future if they 
would retain power when they again get 
t.

THE STEARIC MOTOR. 


An Experiment That Onn Be Coiutaetcd 
with a Candle. 


The littlemotor represented herewith 


operates not by steam nor by electrici- 
ty nor by compressed air. It possesses 
no boiler, no nylinder, no piston, and 
consists simply of a stearine candle. 
Le> the reader take a candle and per- 
form the experiment for himself. In- 
sert in the center of the candle and at 
right angles with it the heads of two 
pins previously heated. These pins 
will constitute the axis of the motor, 
and are to be placed upon the edge of 
two wine glasses. 


If the two ends of the candles are 


lighted they will burn and a drop of 
stearine will fall into one of the plates 
placed beneath in order to receive it. 
The equilibrium of the scale beam will 
be broken and the other end of the 
candle will descend, causing- the end 
that has just lost the first drop of 
stearine to rise. This oscillatory mo- 
tion will cause several drops to fall 
from the end that has just descended, 
and which, in its turn, becomes the 
lighter, and will therefore rise while 
the other descends, and the oscillatory 
motion, slight at first, will take on a 
greater and greater amplitude, the 
candle, slightly inclined upon the hor- 
izon at first, taking a nearly vertical 
position. 


There is nothing more interesting- 


than to watch this oscillatory motion, 
which does not cease unless one blows 
out the two flames or the two candles 
are entirely consumed; that is to say, 
at the end of half an hour. 


If, now, it is desired to utilize the

One of the Moat "Wonderful D'sco* cries of 


llio Century. 


One of the most wonderful discov- 


eries in science that hab been made 
within the last jenr or two is the fact 
that a beam of light pi oduces sound. 
According1 to Milling-, a beam of sun- 
light is thrown through a lens on a 
glass vessel that contains lamp black, 
colored silk or worsted, or other sub- 
stances. A disk, having slits or open- 
ings cut in it, is made to revolve 
swiftly in this beam of light so as to 
cut it up, thus ma king alternate flashes 
of light and shadow On putting the 
ear to the glass vessel strange flounds 
are heard so long as the flashing beam 
is falling1 on the vessel 


Beoently a more wonderful discov- 


ery has been made. A beam of sun1 
light is caused to pass through a prism 
so as to produce what is called the 
solar spectrum or rainbow 
The disl 


is turned and the colored light of the 
rainbow is made to break through it 
Now, place the ear to the vessel con

spectrum fall upon it, sounds will be 
given by different parts of the spec 
trum and there will be bilenee in other 
parts.

Judge Bradley. 


WASHINGTON. April 11.—Col. Phil 


Thompson resumed and 
ended his 


speech in the Pollard-Breckinrid^e 
breach-of-promise suit this morning, 
and was followed by Maj. Butter- 
worth, whose almost opening sen- 
tence that "he had 
known 
Col. 


Breckinridge for many years—as law- 
yer, friend, neighbor, colleague broth- 
er—"and," he said, "yon may speed it 
on the lightnings, gentlemen, that the 
roan to whom Ben Butterworth was a 
friend in his prosperity does not turn 
his back on him in his adversity," pro- 
duced such a clapping of hands that 
Judge Bradley indignantly resented 
the breach of decorum 
"Clear the 


court," he cried. "There have been 
enough disgraceful scenes here " 


The bailiffs weie a little slow in 


clearing the room and Judge Bradley 
ordered all who were not lawyers to 
00. 


"There are a great many here who 


are not members of the bar who are 
sitting in the bar seats—thev'll have to 
pro," 
said the judge, and they went in 


droves 
Fully three-fourths of the 


men sitting inside the bar rail went 
out, but their seats were filled again 
in two minutes. 
' Maj. Butterworth denounced the 
theory of the plaintiff that "Miss Pol- 
lard was an innocent country girl and 
could know nothing about men." as a 
Blander on every country girl in the 
land who iituitively know the differ- 
ence between right and wrong. 


He took up the comments of the 


press and spectators upon the bearing 
of the plaintiff and defendant in court 
and was called down bv Judge Brad- 
ley and abked to confine himself to 
the case. 


Maj. 
Butterworth picked Miss Pol- 


lard's character to pieces, beginning 
with the letters she wrote to Owen 
Robinson in I860 
Even then, he said, 


she knew about love and marriage and 
corresponded with young men—this 
innocent girl who bays she never knew 
a person, did not have a single "friend, 
not even a bowing acquaintance— 
"this innocent school girl." He said 
he did not believe her stories about her 
age, how she did not know until she 
was 12 years old about the year she 
was born, and all that. 


Maj. 
Butterworth continued on this 


line until 12-P.O, v, hen recess was or- 
dered until 1:15. 


Taking up after recess the Wessie 


Brown letter, which lie read, Maj But- 
terworth said that that writing told of 
experience in love rather remarkable 
in an innocent little girl who knew 
nobody. 
This led Maj. Bntterworth 


to inquire why it was that while other 
ffirls in America went without chap- 
erones. Miss Pollard was never trusted 
to walk alone with the boys. Why 
was Uncle George or Aunt Lou or Miss 
Kean always with her? Why was it 
that this girl had been so watched? 
She had been engaged to Hodes; she 
had been engaged to Roselle, and sho 
confessed a love tor Aleck Julian and 
and Prof. Obermever. "Did she not 
have experience?" he asked 


Taking up the letter dated July 20, 


1884, inviting Col. Breckinridge to call 
on Miss Pollard at Wesleyan college, 
which the plaintiff pronounced a for- 
gery, Maj. Butterworth criticised the 
counsel for the plaintiff for trying tn 
hold up the defendant as a blackleg-, a 
perjurer, a forger, in the f.ice of all 
the evidence that she wrote the letter. 
Shaking his fist at Col. Bieckinridge 
and rushing at him with a well-simu- 
lated ferocity of countenance and man- 
lier, he almost shouted: "It's either 
the letter of Madeline Pollard or 
you're guilty of forgery. You disgraced 
you family, your traditions and your 
boy who'sits by your side, or else that 
woman lied." 


Contrasting the claim of Miss Pol- 


lard that she was an innocent girl, 
when she met Col. Breckinridge with 
her own testimony and the letters she 
had written, Maj. Butterworth said 
that if she were all she said she was 
then there was some excuse for bring- 


the suit. "If what she says is 


true," he said with eyes turned up- 
ward and hands high above his head, 
"Then I am in favor of congress offer- 
ing a premium to every woman for 
pulling down a glittering star in the 
political or any other firmament." 


With no attempt to disguise his 


Irony, he pictured Miss Pollard as she 
had made herself appear at the meet- 
ing with the defendant at Wesleyan col- 
lege—a poor fluttering little creature, 
who tried and tried to tell this man of 
her trouble with Rodes, and was laugh- 
ingly diverted and made to tell of her- 
•elf and to listen to flatteries. Maj. 
Bntterworth mentioned that if Miss 
Pol'»rd had been all she claimed, and 
It Col. Breckinridge had made wrong- 
ful advances he would have been re- 
pnlaed in a way that would have kept 
^him from further conduct of that sort. 
"There i» that about the vlrtnous wom- 
an," he cried, "which chills every germ 
Of lascivious approach." 


"Aa for the carriage ride that night, 


It ahe were a virtuous woman, at the 
first approach of lascivionsness on his 
part ahe would hare cried: (and Maj. 
Bntterworth made a rush at the white- 
kaind defendant and shook his fist in 
Ua faoe, ahonting his words in tones 
that oonld have been heard a block)

wouldn't have gone twenty feet with 
Wr," he »houted (addressing the de-

Then Maj. Bntterworth pictured the 


little pricking pin of conscience that 
we may forget in the moment of temp- 
tation, but which conies back after we 
have had a good night's sleep with ter- 
rible force and keeps us straight. Miss 
Pollard had said that after the defend- 
ant bad attempted to take advantage of 
her one night and she had resisted, 
she went innocently to him the next 
day. And if she were virtuous, he 
asked, could she have done that with- 
out that pulling back of conscience? 


In the course of his further argu- 


ment Maj. Butterworth compared the 
plaintiff to Delilah and Col. Breckin- 
ridge to Sampson. She got him in her 
power, and led him by a single halt*; 
and when she ha'd shorn off his locks 
she 
cried: 
"Sampson, 
the 
Phil- 


istines are upon you," and then 
he pulled town the temple of his 
fame and 
accomplished 
his ruin. 


In all the years of the liaison, he said, 
there had not been a momento, a ring, 
anything, given her as a mark of af- 
fection, save and except the little wil- 
low basket which had been the dead 
wife's. "And she comes here for no 
other purpose than to make his crime 
most horrible, saying he brought it to 
her with these words: 'Madeline, this 
was Issa's, she cared for it and I want 
you to have it.' My God, can it be 
that this man can be monster enough 
to drag in the name of his dead 
wife, 
to 
bring

message from 


her grave to this woman—his mis- 
tresfe? Whatever Wm. C. P. Breckin-

done the shortcomings of this grey- 
haired man, I do not seek to extenuate 
his fault, but is he the monster she has 
painted him0 She tells us that she 
gave up her child after holding it in 
her arms two hours. Did .ever woman 
live who would do that'.' Never. No 
woman would let her child be taken 
from her breast, but would pull back 
her child as if from the gates of hell.'' 


The fervor and intensity displayed 


bv Maj. Butterworth at this point was 
felt by the jurors and spectators. The 
Ohioan marched back and-forth shout- 
ing and gesticulating and illustrating 
every idea by appropriate gestures. 
Maj. 
Butterworth contended that the 


description given by Louise Wilson 
(Miss Pollard) of the man who seduced 
her, fitted old man Rodes, and that he 
was the father of her child. He had 
just reached this point at 3:40 when he 
asked Judge Bradley to adjourn the 
court. 
lie was exhausted, he said, 


and Judge Bradley readily granted 
him the courtesy he had extended to 
Messrs. Carlisle and Thompson.

The latter or- 
ganization to-day made arrangements 
to visit the buildings where the con- 
tractors \\ ill keep their men at work 
to-morrow and exert all their influence 
and powers of argument to induce the 
contractors to declare a lookout 


The officers of the Building Trades' 


council are confident that the lockout

that the scheme of the league will re- 
sult In any disorder of a serious na- 
ture.

Moving: Forward in a Blinding: Snow- 


storm. 


CHALK HIM,, Pa., April 12.—To-day 


the common wealarmy marched twelve 
miles over the mountains and most of 
the way through from six to eight 
inches of snow. 
Last nif?ht if, en- 


camped at an old continental mansion 
within a mile of this point 
The 


march was almost heroic, six miles 
of 
it, over 
Laurel Ridge of the 


Blue 
Ridge mountains, being ac- 


complished in a snow-storm, lioth 
men and horses were almost exhausted 
by the terrible exertions of the trip 
when the summit of the mountain was 
reached; but as the camping p: ice was 
six miles ahead, it was nrce^sary to 
force the marching1 to reach it by 
night. At the foot of the mountains a 
halt was called for lunch. The horses 
were fed and the men piven crackers 
to eat 
Then the command pushed on, 


reaching this point at 5:1)0 p. m. A de- 
tail of ten men had built fires in each 
room of the old mansion camp and the 
place was ready for the men as soon 
as they came in, bedraggled and ex- 
hausted after the terrible tramp. They 
were a pitiable looking- lot, as many of 
them did not have heavy clothing of 
any kind, many wearing- seersucker 
vests and being without overcoats. The 
cold, however, was not intense. The 
discomforts were due to the wet otiovv. 
As soon as possible after reaching 
Camp Browtffleld, the cooks prepared 
a plentiful supply of eatables and 
served the weary crowd with, corn 
beef, potatoes, bread and coffee. 


The start from Uniontown was late, 


as the commissary wagons were about 
town all morning gathering up bread- 
stuff and meat for the march.
